@gainst any Cuban authority. 

The president is understood to take the 
‘view of Governor General Wood, that 
Rathbone, Neely and Reeves embezzled 


the funds of Cuba and are solely amen- 
pbie to the Cuban courts. The cnly power 
to pardon any one of them is in the hands 
and discretion of General Wood. and he 
has already taken the position that he 
phould not and will not review the action 
tf the courts of Cuba—certainly not until 
the last court of resort, the supreme 
fourt, has acted on the cases. That court 
Kcannot act on the cases before the date 
f 
“WPresident Estrada’ Palma and the Cu-< 
ans, Therefore the president, & is sa}, 
es absolutejy to consider that it is 
incumbent on him, in ‘any~view,: to in- 
terfere in the proceedings. 

There is much gossip afloat concerning 
the efforts that are being made by Rath- 
Dbone’s friends, led by Senator Hanna. 
The old scandals ‘connected with the lat- 
ter’s election to the senate and the im- 
portant part Rathbone plaved.in the ma- 
mipulation of the Ohio legislature, are re- 
Vamped to add interest to the present 
incident. 

It is not believed that there fs any prac- 
tical way open to the friends of Rath- 
bone to secure relief for him.

BEFORE CONGRESS THIS WEEK 


Sundry Civil Bill Will Take Greater 
Time in House. 


OLEOMARGARINE IN SENATE. 


. 


Vote Expected Tuesday, Then the 
Chinese Exclusion Bill Comes Up. 
, Many Speeches To Be Made. 


Washington, March 3.—The house dur- 
ing the coming week will be largely oc- 
cupied with the sundry civil appropria- 
fion bill, which is to be called up to- 
Gnorrow. Such time as remains will be 
given to the consideration of the senate 
bill to promote the efficiency of the rev- 
enue cutter service and the Chinese ex- 
clusion bill, both of which are special 
continuing orders, but they do not inter- 
fere with revenue or appropriation bills. 
It is the intention of the leaders not to 
bring forward the Cuban reciprocity bill 
until next week, 

The friends of the oleomargarine Dill 
hope to secure a vote upon that measure 
on Tuesday of the present week, and as 
soon as it shall be disposed of, the. Chi- 
nese exclusion bill wil] be called up. Ac 
cording to the present understanding 
Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, who was 
largely instrumental in framing the ex- 
clusion bill, will make the first presenta- 
tion of its merits to the senate, He 
will be followed by other supporters of 
the bill, and it is the hope of Senator 
Penrose, who has charge of the measure, 
that the genate will be able to conclude 
its consideration within ten days after 
it is taken up. There is no pronounced 
opposition to the bill as a whole, but 
an effort will be made to amend it in 
some particulars. : 

There are still several speeches to be 
made on the oleomargarine bill, but it 
is the general understanding that the 
discussion will be concluded during the 
first half of the week, if not by Tuesday, 
in time to allow a vote on that date. 
It is expected that the Indian appro- 
priation and the river and harber bills 
wiil be reported during the week. Both 
ar. subject to immediate consideration 


even to the extent of displacing otner 
bills, but it is not believed that either 


of them will ke used to deprive the 
Qhinese bill of its chance for considera- 
tion. ‘ 

The Philippine government bill aiso will 
be reported, probably tomorrow, but its 
consideration by the. senate necessarily 
will be postponed for some weeks.

ONE PASTOR 1S BURIED 


BENEATH PILE OF DEBRIS 


Two Other Edifices Suffer in Like 
Mariner—Many Persons Are In- 
jured By the Collapse of 
Buildings, Some of 
Them Fatally. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 30.—One of the 
fierceat wind storms ever known in this 
section struck the city today just befor2 
noon and did tremendous damage to 
property and injured many people, some 
of whom may die. Scores of houses were 
unroofed, many trees were blown down, 
mill stacks toppled .over and telegraph 
and telephone wires were generally dis- 
abled. 3 

The most serious accident reported up 
to 9 o'clock tonight was the unroofing 
of the Knoxville Presbyterian church, in 
Knoxville. The church “was filled with 
dh Easter congregation numbering about 
six hundred persons. While the minister 
was in the midst of his sermon a gust of 
wind blew over the large chimney and 
lifted a portion of the roof off the build- 
ing. The bricks from the chimney 
crashed through the roof and carried a 
huge piece of the hardwood ceiling, meas- 
uring about 40 by 20 feet, down upon the 
people. A panic ensued and a rush was 
made for the doors and windows. .« 

The excitement soon subsided and the 
work of rescue began. At least 40 per- 
sons were caught by the wreckage and 
more or less hurt. Of this number five 
may not recover. The more seriously in- 
jured are:

The towboat Belle McGowan was blown 
over in the Ohio river, opposite Sawmill 
Run, and completely wrécked. Her crew 
narrowly escaped drowning, but all were 
finally rescued by harbor boats. 

The corrugated iron roof of the Union 
bridge at the Point was lifted from its 
fastenings by the wind and parts of it 
carried a distance of a mile. 

Jones and Laughlins lost fourteen of 
their furnace stacks. These. were blown 
down, necessitating the closing of a por- 
tion of their plant for a week. 

Reports from near-by towns are com- 
ing in slowly, probably on account of the 
crippled c$ndition of the wires. It is 
feared that much damage has been done 
in those places. . 

In none of the other accidents reported 
throughout the city were there any seri- 
ous injury to persons, though many nar- 
row escapes are recorded.

In that five minutes practically all 
of the damage done was accomplished. 

IN PARTS OF TENNESSEE. 

Nashville, Tenr., March 30.—Reports 
from. the flooded districts of Tennessee 
ermphasizes the gravity of the situation. 
The damage resulting, it is believed, wili 
reach $4,000,000, while twenty-two lives are 
known to be lost. Several counties cer- 
tein to have suffered heavily ‘are yet cut 
cf{ from communication. and the loss in 
property and life may zo higher than 
these figures The Louisville ana Nash- 
ville’ rvad is running a few trains from 
here to Lynnville, 18 miles south of Co- 
tumbie, while the Nashville, Chattancoga 
and Si. Louis has cnly succeeded in get- 
ting through to Murfreesboro. 

The section visited by the flood em- 
braces cne of the riches: portions of the 
end damage to farm lands is a 
serious item. It includes counties lying 
between the mountains on the east and 
the Tennessee river on the west and lhe- 
‘ween the Cumberland river and the Ala- 
bama iine. Stone fences that have stood 
the stcrms of forty years were washed 
away in many of the famed riversids 
farms cf Lincoln county and crops de2- 
stroyed. 

Thousands of logs are reported adrift 
in the upper Cumberland. which stream 
at Carthage at & o'clock this afternoon 
was rising at the rate of 6 inches per 
hour. 

‘The bridge of the Nashville and Knox- 
ville railroad at Lancaster, a 300-fsot 
span, said to have cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000, went Saturday night. 

It was predicted at Carthage that the 
Cumberland would Zo vevond the flacd 
tide of 1882. If such be the case the work 
of destruction and devastation is not vet 
over. There is no communication with 
Linden, in Perry county. or with Lynch- 
burg, in Moore, but both sections are be- 
lieved tc be sericrsly damaged. From 
figures available, the following fatalities 
are given:

Tullfioma, Tenn., March 30.—As the 
‘details of Friday evening’s storm slawly 
come in from the surrounding country it 
proves to have been the most disastrous 
that has ever visited this section. Several 
lives were lost and the loss of property 
will amount to thousands of dollars. 

On the main line of the Nashville, Chat- 
.tanooga and St. Louis railroad between 
,Cortner station and Wartrace the Duck 
river bridge the Little Garrison bridge 
and several miles of track were washed 
away. No trains have arrived from Nash- 
ville since 12 o’clock noon Friday and the 
reports from engineers and railroad offi- 
cials are that the damage cannot be re- 
paired at the earliest before Wednesday. 

Tullahoma has been made the terminus 
for all, trains from Chattanooga. On the 
McMinnville branch the bridge near 
Smartts station was carried away and in 
many places long stretches of track. It 
will be several days before trains can get 
@rough to McMinnville and Sparta. As 
a result Tullahoma is crowded with pas- 
sengers. who cannot get to their destina- 
tions. The report from McMinnville is 
that at Faulkner’s mill. the downpour 
and rush of waters was so sudden that 
two lives were lost and: several] cabins 
washed away.

lected, used, or authorized to be used, 
and the sources from which said money 
were obtained, and the manner of the 
collection of the same. And, if the said 
committee shall find that moneys were 
improperly used in said elections, or any 
one thereof, it shall be the duty of the 
committee to ascertain, if possible, io 
what extent the vote of American electors 
were corrupted, and to what extent the 
result of any one of said elections was 
changed or affected. 

“Said committee shall have power to 
subpoena and examine witnesses under 
oath, to send for records and other evi- 
dence that may be necessary for a full 
and complete investigation of the sev- 
eral subjects herein mentioned: and ‘it 
shall be authorized to sit during the ses- 
sion of the house or during the recess 
of congress, and employ such clerical 


done as it shall déem necessary. 

‘‘Said committee shall make a full report 
to the house of the result of its investiga3- 
tion at as early a date as may be prac- 
ticable.”” | 

In speaking of his resolutions Mr. Pou 
said: 

‘We have all heard the, charge made 
that the republican natiohal committse 
distributed millions of dollars in the cam- 
paigns of 1896 and 1900.

Trade in the South. 


The February summary of internal com- 
} merce, issued by the treasury bureaf of 
Statistics, deals principally with the move- 
ments of different staples in the west 
and northwest, presenting interesting 
comparisons from month to month, with 
the corresponding figures .for' the last 
year. These figures are gathered through 
the cooperation of the commercial or- 
ganizations, trade periodicals and trans- 
portation companies. With regard to the 
southern territory the summary says: 

In southern territory the cotton move- 
ment for six months ending with Feb- 
ruary, 1902, reached a total of 8,661,604 
bales, of which 2,647,310 bales came from 
Texas territory, including Indian Terri- 
tory; 2.753.838 from the other gulf states 
and 3,260,456 bales from the Atlantic coast 
states. The grain movement toward the 
gulf is best measured by the total clear- 
ances of corn, wheat and oats from Gal- 
veston and New Ss. For the first 
eight months of the currefit fiscal year 
these two ports contributed to export 
withdrawals 26,443,960 bushels, compared 
with %35,696.872 bushels for the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding year. 
The shipments of pig fron and cast tron 
pipe in southern territory for February 
amounted to 148,919 tons, only 400 tons of 
which passed into export trade. The re- 
scipts o fleaf tobacco at eight southern 
markets during February were the small- 
est in three years.

Easter Holidays ‘Caused but Few 
Transactions. 


EAFFIR STOCKS WERE FIRM. 


Cheerfulness Over South African 
Situation Had Effect of Ad-. 
vancing Consols at London. 


Berlin, March 9%.—The _ boerse wore 
@ holiday aspect durfwg the past week and 
there were' few transactions, but quota- 
tions were mostly well maintained. 

The markets builds great hopes upon 
the successful] outcome of the peace ne- 


day’s strong kaffir market in Paris re- 
acted favorably here. Irons were from 1 
to 8 points higher. Coal shares were 
likewise several points up, notwithstand- 
ing that trouble is brewing between the 
coal syndicate and several members of 
that organization which threatens the par- 
tial dissolution of the syndicate and that 
coal operatives continue toe be discharged. 
_ The iron trade nas apparently not yet 
‘recovered from the effects of the crisis. 
It now transpires that the Siegen big iron 
‘syndicate voted March 23 to increase the 
restriction of the output to 30 per cent 
and that one of the furnaces. there 
dampened its fires because of the lack of 
orders. 


Effect of the Holidays. 
London, March 30.—The knowledge that 
the Easter holidays would close the Lon- 
don stock exchangé for four days from 
last Thursday hed a sobering effect on 
what would doubtless have been a decided 
outburst of activity when the unexpected 


resumption of peace -negotiations was an- 
ncunced last week. As a result of this 
cendition the enthusiasm with which the 
rews from South Africa was received 
spent itself in two days and the remain- 
der of the week was given to adjusting 
accounts against possible cor.tingencies 
before the reopening of the exchange 
April 2. 

The cheerfulness over the South Afri- 
cén situation resulted, however, in sub- 
Stantial advances in home rails, consols 
and kaffirs. The generaj Situation of the 
Sotth African section was little affected 
by the death of Ceci] Rhodes. Americans 
were quiet but cheerful. Money remains 
scarce, thus discouraging speculation, 
but the large government disbursements 
at the end of this week promise tem- 
porary relicf. Consequently there is a 
prospect of a considerable broadening of 
the market after Baster. 

It is thought that the chancellor of the 
exchequer will avail himself of that situa- 
tion to submit a new loan, which, assum- 
ing that the war continues, cannot be less 
than $50,000,000. I+ is also quite certain 
that unless the peace negotiations are 
successful, which few people dare hope. 
the chancellor must fix the price of the 
new loan at a much lower rate than the 
previcus loans.

Commission at Manila Names the 
Rate for Exchange of Silver. 

Manila, March 30:—The Tnited States 
Philippine commission yesterday fixed the 
government rate of exchange for silver 
for the second quarter of this year at 
$2.27, Mexican silver, for one gold dollar. 
The. rate of exchange vesterday at the 
banks was $2.23 Mexican for one doliar 
gold, but the banks refused to sell go!d 
in large quantities, not having sufficient 
coin.to do. so, : 

The banks have notified the quarter- 
master’s department that it is impossi- 
be for them to cash quartermaster 
checks. 

The scarcity of American gold is at- 
tributed partly to the banks and largely 
to Chinese speculators, who always buy 
American gold at a quotation 2 points 
higher than the bank rate. 

This action of the commission, in mak- 
ing the government rate higher than the 
bank rate of exchange, has created much 
discontent among importers. They are 
unable to obtain sufficient gold to pay 


these duties in silver at the government 
rate of $2.27. The employees of the civil 
government are elated at the new rate of 
exchange, as it means a considerable in- 
crease in their salaries. 
It ia the intention of the commission 
to end2avor to retain the gold in the 
archipelago. ‘The bankers of Manila say 
that the monetary situation in the Phil- 
ippines cannot be helped by govern- 
mental action, and that a region as im- 
portant commercially 48 the Philippine 
islands must affect the worlds markets. 


THE CULTIVATION OF BEES. 


ear es wenn 
Youthful Apianst in Ware County 
Makes it Profitable. 

Waycross Ga., March 30.—(Special.)— 
Dorwin R. Smith, a son of Dr. J. E. W. 
Smith, whose farm is6 miles east of Way- 
cross. is making quite a success of bee 
culture. He has _ been engaged in this 
business for about three years. At that 
time be bought two colony of bees and 


ranged in Langstroth improved gums. 
Mr. Smith “eports that the output of 
his honey iast spring from twenty-one 
colonies of bees was 2,000 pounds, for 
which he realized 10 cents a pound, or 


for home use. He expects to gather 3,000 
pounds of honey this year, for which he 
will get $300. 

The amount of labor expended on the 
bees will not exceed twenty days during 
the year. The cost of gums and other 
expenses will amount to about 2 cents per 
pound, giving him a net profit last year 
of about $160 and this year $260 is every- 
thing works well. 

Mr. Smith is scientific in the culture of 
bees and from the very beginning made 
himself familiar with bees, not only in a 
practical way, but theoretically. He says 
that bees will increase on an average of 
75 per cent per year and some years the 
increase wil be 100 per cent or more. The 
first year his two colonies increased to 
nine, the next year they went from nine 
to twenty-one, and the next.year from 
twenty-two to thirty-four. Occasionally a 
colony dies out for want of food or a 
queen. If they loose their queen and do 
not get a new one no eggs are laid in the 
cells and the colonies dwindle away and 
dies. The queen lays all the eggs, of 
which there are two kinds, the male and 
femaie. The female egg is laid in an or- 
dinary cell will produce the fordinary 
working bee, if laid in a large cell, where 
an extra quantity of food is placed it will 
make a queen. The queen bee is the result 
of extra culture and not of extra birth. 
The male eggs are al) laid in large cells 
and they make the drone, which is the 
male bee.

The collision occurred at 8 o’clock in 
the evening, in a dense for, at a point 175 
miles west of Fastnet. Both vessels were 
going slowly at the time. Captain Renton 
and Captain Cassentine were on the. 
bridges cf their respective steamers, and 
a careful lookout was being kept. The 
approaching vessels were not discovered 
until it was too late. The Bernard Hall 
struck the Holyrood amidships on the 
port side and ripped 4 hole in the latter 
steamer, which extended tnto her engine 
rooms. Boats were quickly lowered from 
both vessels. The crew of the Holyrood 
scrambled- out of their steamer, - which 
sank twenty minutes after being struck. 

The Holyrood was owned by the Holy- 
rcod Steamship Company, limited, G!as- 
gow. She was of 1,735 tons net register.

be forthcoming in the meanwhile. 

We say it may be true that the great 
Warwick of the McKinley campaigns 
does not want the presidential nomina- 
tion from the party that he has re- 
created and made victorious. Yet we 
remember a legend that once a man 
named Caesar “thrice refused the 
crown upon the Lupercal!”’ There are 
times in every man’s life when the 
wisest policy is not to wish out aloud! 
sometimes an honor likes to Chase a 
man awhile before he turns to embrace 
it with a rawhide cinch. It has been 
so with the presidency in this country 
several times. Probably Uncle Marcus 
has read the biographies of Henry 
Clay and James Gillespie Blaine—and 
learned some better way! 

Or, strangely emough, it may be that 
nearer views and closer acquaintance 
has robbed Uncle Marcus of that 
“tired feeling’ 4re used to profess when 
he looked even upon thé campaign 
portraits of the Rough Rider.

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A Tariff Fight Inevitable. 

There is sure to be a great tariff 
revision fight waged this year in the 
congressional campaigns between the 
democrats and the republicans.

Methodist ministry. 

There is no room for secular criti- 
cism of that action. The Methodist 
church, as well as every other organ- 
ized religious cult, has the perfect 
right to formulate its creed and set up 
standards of teachings in accordance 
with it. When any minister or mem- 
ber of the organization dissents from 
the creed and standards there is al- 
ways allowed him the liberty of an 
easy and genteel exit from his connec- 
tion with the body. If he refuses to 
avail himself of it, and becomes an 
avowed and active contender against 
the faith of the church, then the pow- 
er belongs to that body to oust the of- 
fender at its pleasure. 

Heresy is not an actual, accurately 
definabie, always evident offense. It 
is local to every particular creed, or 
church organization. What might not 
be adjudgable as Heresy in one church 
may yet be rank heresy in another. 
Laymen cannot understand many of 
the incidents of a heresy charge, or 
value the force of evidence adduced 
to support it, unless they are perfect- 
ly familiar with the systematic theol- 
ogy of the denomination affected. The 
public cannot do better than to keep 
hands off and let each church dispose 
of its own heretics at its pleasure. 

It may be one of the processes by 
which ancient errors are uprooted 
that courageous spirits should ever 
and anon attack long accepted dogmas 
and lay bare to free examipation their 
foundations. We know that many idle 


traditions and groundless, perverting

is the place for such enterprises and 
those who are impelled to them should 
not impose themselves and their icon- 
(clastic performances upon churches 
that object to such efforts.

"Washington, March 30.—(Special.)—With 
favorable weather .fully fifty thousand 
people—men,. women and children, white 
and colored—will gather on the white lot 
tomorrow to take part in the Easter Mon- 
day egg-roling. 

It was under Grant’s administration, in 
1869, that the custom of egg-roHing at 
this place originated. Prior to that time 
and as far back as the William Henry 
Harrison administration, 1841, the white 
house lot had been given over and utilized 
on one day in May tor a grand reunion 
and picnic of the Sunday schools of the 
district and nearby sections of Virginia 
and Maryland. It was the custom for all 
denominations to take part in the exer- 
cises, which partook largely of the rural 
features so common at that date among 
the Sunday schools of the country dis- 
tricts of southern states. President Har- 
rison was a native of Virginia and al- 
though he was in office but a single month 
before he died, he expressed a desire to 
turn over the white house Jot to the chid 
dren one day in May. These wishes were 
conveyed to Preskient Tyler and they 
were carried out. During the four years 
that President Tyler occupied the white 
house the celebrations became a feature. 
They were continued through the admin- 
istrations of Polk, Taylor, Fillmore, 
Pierce and Buchanan, and the martyred 
Lincoln; but when Andrew Johnson went 
into the presidency the celebrations were’ 
brought to a sudden close on account of 
a disposition—a very pronounced and de- 
termined one—on ‘the part of the colored 
population to take part with the whites. 

Mr. Prindle, the oldest employee of the 
white house, in speaking of these May day 
celebrations, said: 

“Before ami during the war, every May 
witnessed glorious celebrations on the 
white house lot. They were days of re- 
unions and rejoicings, and I guess were 
about thé happiest days the Sunday school 
children knew, and the older people en- 
joyed them immensely, too. Of course, 
colored people were fot permitted to take 
part, save in the capacity of nurses ami 
servants. When the war closed and they 
were freed, they believed they were in 
@évery way equal to the whites, and in- 
Sisted that they be permitted to take part 
in the celebrations on the white lot. The 
result was that there came near being se- 
rious trouble between the races. Presi- 
dent Johnson said that he did not want 
to see any such trouble and felt convinced 
that there would be if the celebrations 
were permitted, so during his term none 
were held. 

“When President Grant came in in 1869, 
he was visited by a delegation of citizens 
who requested that the white lot be given 
Over on Paster Monday for e&g-rolling, 
6uch exercises having theretofore been 
held on the capitol grounds. General 
Grant took the matter under advisement 
and after a few days he announced that 
he could see no reason for withholding 
his consent. TI distinctly remember that 
the first year—1&869—only a very few at- 
tended the egg-rolMing, and these were 
mostly children, accompanied by tl#ir 


‘nurses. Year by vear the crowds increased 


through the administrations of Hayes, 
Garfield, Arthur and Cleveland and when 
President Harrison, in 1889, announced 
that,the marine: band would furnish mu- 
sic for the occasion, there was the largest 
crowd the white lot had ever known. 
During the Harrison administration the 
custom was kept up, and when Cleveland 
came in in 1893 he carried out the pro- 
gramme inaugurated by his predecessor, 
As everybody knows, Mr. McKinley took 
great interest in the egg-rolling and en- 
joyed seeing the children enjoy them- 
selves. There can be no question but that 
our present chief executive ‘will take a 
hand in the matter, and if he should get 
out and mingle with the children, it would 
be no very great surprise. Any way, he'll 
énjoy it.”

| TIMEL Y DISCUSSI ONS 
BY GEORGIA EDI TORS: 


Editor Cox, of the Lae 
Grange Graphic, Talks 
of the Public School 
System of Georgia.

The public school system in Georgia 
has come to stay. Discuss it us we may, 
that fact is apparent. Just ae it is easier 
and more profitable in-business consolida- 
tion, so it is easier and more profitable to 
fcrm a co:solidation of the educational 
interests of the state, than for each indi- 
vidual to take charge of his own par- 
ticular case. This tendency to consolida- 
tion is manifest in all lines of endeavor, 
and as the result of the same idea of 
cheapening and improvement comes the 
public school system. 

Having been at one time a teacher, and 
later a taxpayer, I feel that I can discuss 
the question without bias. I understand 
the hardships of the teacher, his trials 
and his ambitions: and I have had to 
eke out my pittance of tax when I would 
have yreferred something more pleasant. 
One cannot discuss in a short article 
comprehensively s> vast a subject. I can 
only tcuch upon certain vhases. 

I believe that our present duty is, not 
to increase the school fund. but to apply 
to its distribution every element of busi- 
ness sense. I do n»st think that the pe»ple 
want any increase of taxation, for I b2- 
iieve they have as much as they can 
bear. State and county taxes, city taxus 
and insurance amount to almost 4 per 
cent in the sverag; smell city. A num- 
ter of merchants borrow some capital. 
The rent of store rooms and offices, the 
hire of clerks and incidental expenses 
make another large per cent. So that, 
taken altogether, a business man has to 
make from 20 to 25 per cent before he can 
begin to pay his own personal expens2s. 
I do not believe that all of our sympathy 
should go to future generations. I thirfk 
that we owe something tc the thrifty and 
industrious of the present generation. The 
school fund consiitutes almost one-half 
cf the expenses of the state of Georgia, 
and I do not believe that now is the 
time for an ircrease. We should rather 
seek a judicious expenditure of what we 
have. 

At present, it seems to me, we have 
practically no system. Through the fault 
of the law, each county is a system to 
itself, whereas there ought to be a cen- 


tral system in close touch with every 


part of the state. It might be a good 
idea to divide tha state up into school 


a 
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Gistricts, and widen the power of the 


state school commissiouer. 

If such a thing is possible, the taxes of 
‘the whites should go to the education of 
the white children, and the taxes of the 
negroes to the education of the negro 
children. If, however. this cannot be 
done, we should keep on as we are going 
end let each county sckhoc! commissioner 
retain in his power the right to make 
contracts with teachers either by pro 
rata or by salary. 

Without committing myself to the prov- 
osition, I am rather inclined to favor a 
uniform text-book law. 1 well remembsr 
my experience as a country school teach- 
er when I was forced often to have 
numerous classes of pupils similarly ad- 
vanced in the same studies simply be- 
ceuse each had a different book, and 
their parents would have taken them 
from school before they would have un- 
cergone the expense of purchasing other 
bocks. 

These are mere suggestions, and the 
reader must elaborate them for himsclf. 
As one who loves his great state, her 
people and her institutions, I fee! a pro- 
found interest in seeing Georgia keep 
fully abreast of the foremost battle lines 
of all her sister states in their march of 
edvyancement; but the strain consgquent 
upon her advancement in one line should 
not be such as to cause relaxation in 
ethers, and while she should do al] that 
she can along educational lines, it should 
not be so overreaching’ as to cause stag- 
ration from excessive taxation in Other 
fields. Let her wisely and judiciously ex- 
nend the present amount rather than be 
eternaily raising the cry for more, 


UNITY OF ACTION NEEDED 
TO GET THE SUBTREASURY 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, March 30.—(Special.)—The 
effort. of some very well-meaning citizens 
of Savannah to make it appear that At- 
lanta’s application for the establishment 
of a subtreasury in that city will operate 
to prevent the establishment of any sub- 
treasury in the southeastern section of 
the country, is not warranted by the 
facts. When the gentlemen representing 
the business associations of Savannah 
were here they were given assurances by 
Georgians generally that if Atlanta did 
not become a candidate for the subtreas- 
ury they would be glad to support Sa- 
vannah: but: this assurance, even if car- 
ried out with the utmost good faith, as 
it would have been, would lack a good 
deal of securing the subtreasury. The 
facts in this subtreasury matter are just 
these. 


The chances of securing such an Insti- 
tution are by no means good. The policy 
of the treasury department amd) of con- 
gress has been against an increase in the 
number of branches of the treasury, and 
nothing short of a systematic and united 
effort @n the part of the business inter- 
ests of this territory can bring favorable 
action. Of course it goes without saying 
that rivalry between different cities in 
these south Atlantic and gulf states will 
diminish the chances for securing such 
favorable action: but the mere fact of 
Savannah’s having been the first In the 
field should not and will not bar other 
cities from aspiring in the same line, espe- 
clally if these cities are able to demon- 
strate that geographical, financial 
husiness conskierations show them, or any 
of them, to be superior for this purpose to 
the enterprising seacoast city of Georgia 
which has put in the earlier application. 

If the banking and business interests 
of the sfates of North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Alabama 
feel that a subtreasury at some point fn 
these states would be of value, the only 
possible way to secure it ig. through ab- 
unitv of action. I have omitted 
though perhaps that state 
should be Included. Some of the princt- 
pal cities of Tennéssee would be closer 
to the subtreasuries at Cincinnati and 
New Orleans than to the one at Atlanta 
for instance, and very much closer than 
to one at Savannah or Charleston. How- 
ever, Tennessee might be included fn .ais 
list. 


In the paper left with fhe house com- 
mittee on ways and means, T. C. Erwin 
shows, In a general way, how these states 
I have mentioned are at a disadvantage 
because of their distance from the near- 
est subtreasuries. Captain English, in 
his excellent statement to the same com- 
mittee the other day, touched particu- 
larly wpon the line of argument which 
must be advanced in support of the sub- 
treasury movement, if there is any hope 
for success. That is, that the extension 
of all possible business facilities by the 
treasury department must be with a view 
to giving one part of the country just as 
much benefit as is enjoyed by another 
part; that not alone the volume of busi- 
nese done in this particular section of the 
country must be considered, but that, 
since the government has reserved to 
itself ali control of the cutfrency, it owés 
the people of this section of the south 
just as ful facilities as it gives the peo- 
ple of any other section of the country. 
This argument is exactly parallel to that 
in support of the extension of postal facil- 
ities. In other words, the thing to be 
considered is not whether it will pay the 
government to put a subtreasury at some 
one of the business centers in 
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ury in their midst should be enjoyed by 
them just as they are enjoyed by the 
business and banking -intereets.ciosezr.tQ 
subtreasuries already established. 

These southern states can make an eX- 
cellent showing of the volume of busi- 
ness now done, and especially of the rapid 
inerease in all lines during the past de- 
cade. It is not only the great convenience 
which a subtreasury might be in bring- 
ing clcser tc hand the desired facilities, 
but that the present and prospective vol- 
ume of business is‘such as would seem 
to warrant the consummation of the de- 
sire outlined in the bills now pending for 
the establishment of a braneh of the 
treasury at either Savannah or Atlanta. 


In all candor, the presentation made 
by the Atlanta and Savannah committees 
was not strong enough on this line. The 
members cf each delegation contented 
themselves with commenting upon the 
special advantages of their respective 
cities rather than upon the right of this 
section of the south to ave a subtreas- 
ury at some citv in it. 

At present. this is the weak pcint fin the 
situation. There must be concerted action 
on the part not only of the naticnal bank- 
ing interests of these five or six states, 
but of all cf the business interests. A 
Systematic campaign should be inaugu.- 
rated, and at once. 

The business organizations of Atlanta 
and Sivannah ought to trke hold of tha 
mattir and secure the cooperation of 
timilar organizations in all the cities and 
towns of this territorv. The senators and 
representatives from these states should 
be asked to act together In support of a 
bill providing for the establishmént of a 
subtreasury, and there should be an end 
to all rivalry between the 
until after congress has passed a bill pro- 
viding that a subtreasury shall be estab 
iisheé at some point in this territory. 


A movement such as I have 
might, and I believe would. bring tangt- 
ble results. While the existing gub- 
treasuries have been previded for by 
legislation which specified the locatirn, 
there is no reason why a biH should not 
be passed by congress authorizing the 
secretary of the treasurv to establish, 
at such point as he may deen. proper fn 
the territory embraced by these states, 
a subtreasury to be conducted as other 
similar institutiens are conducted. It 
should be provided in the bill that’ the 
secretary should make his selection with 
a view of placing the subtreasury in the 
city whose business and whose lucation 
would seem to him to best warrant ite 
with a view, cf coursé, to placing the sub- 
treas-ry where it would benefit the great- 
est number of people. or rather those 
represented by the greatest amount of 
bankirg and business interests. The 
question of location in a geographical 
sense—that is, in respect to ali of the im- 
portant business points in this territory— 
must, of course, be especially considered. 
Now, it seems to me that there could be 
no possible objection to united action in 
support of such a measure. All the cities 
cught to be willing to leave the question 
ef location to the secretarv of the treas- 
ury, centent with having that decided 
98 a purely business proposition.

It ought to be the aim of everybody ine 


terested in the advocacy of a subtreasur 
to have it located at*such point as woul 
best serve the interest of the éntire 

tion. It is not so much to the interest of 
any one city to have a subtreasury as jt 
is that all of the bankine and businass 
interests of the section should be bége- 
fited. Uniess there is some movement of 
this kind—urless there is unity of vefion 
and a systematic campaign of educatién— 
there is abs»lutely no chance of any of 
these cities getting a subtreasury.

STATE GIVING SCHOOLS AID. 


Report of Superintendent of Public 
Instruction of North Carolina. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 30.—(Spectal.)— 
The State superintendent of public [n- 
Struction discovers that of the several 
hundred schools which are being given 

‘ ow per cent have less than 
sixty-five pupils. He finds that one. fn 
Cleveland county, has only ten pupils, 
and for this school the state is asked 
to give $1.60 in order to make the amount 
paid the teacher for the four months $16. 

The state superintendent says he sees 
that three things are absolutely neces- 
Sary—larger school districts, better school 
buildings and local taxation. He is also 
earnestly in favor of a compulsory school 
law and believes that in two years the 
mass of the people will demand it. In 
other words, he believes the measures for 
attraction will fail and that those for 
compulsion will be absolutely necessary. 

A charter is granted by the state to the 
Lee Manufacturing Company of Thom- 
asville with $25,000 capital to make tables 
and other articles of wood. There are 
now over 150 wood factories in the state. 

Colt rapid fire guns have been issued 
to each of the five divisions of the naval 
brigade. 

The light battery of the state guard 
goes to Charleston ‘from Charlotte at 
its own expense, but with the naval 
militia on the cruiser ‘‘Hornet.”’ It is 
desired to exchange the “Hornet” for a 
vessel of lighter draft, which can cruise 
in the North Carolfna waters.

Trial of Mrs. Duncan, T. J. Gra- 
nade,, and Alleged De Bray As- 
sassins Scheduled for To- 
morrow—Moonish Case 
Wednesday. 


The criminal guperior court will be con- 
vened tomorrow morning by Judge John 
S. Candler and the indicaticns point to 
an interesting and busy session. Three 
murder cases and the Monnish case, as 
well as a number of other cascs, are set 
for trial. 

The defendants in the murder cases are 
Mrs. Mollie Bady Duncan, T. J. Granade, 
and the four negro2s, Tom Hammond. 
Oscar Hammond, Ike Hammond and Jim 
Erwin, charged with the killing of Police- 
man E. H. DeBray. AM of these cases 
ere set for tomorrow morning and it is 
probable that one of them will go to trial. 
The Monnish case is sch2duled for Wed 
nesday morning. 

Mrs. Duncan ie to face a jury on the 
Charge of murdering her husband, Police- 
ran James M. Duncan A great deal of 
attention has been attracted to this case 
and the ouvtcome will be watched with in- 
terest. Mrs. Duncan has been ill almost 
since she wag placed under arrest, but 
it is understood that she ‘s some better. 
It is reported at the Tower that she is 
able to sit up more than for the past 
few weeks, but that she ig still nervous. 
It is not known whether she will be able 
to proceed to trial this week. 

T. J. Granade was a student at the At- 
lanta Dental college, and is charged with 
the murder of young Pope, a _  fellow- 
student. A difference arose between the 
‘Wo young men and resulted in Pope be- 
ing stabbed, from which injury he died 
shortly afterwerds at the Grav hospital. 

The negroes, held as the assassins of 
Officer DeBray, have he2: !ncarc-crated in 
the Tower since last fall. Their trial 
has been positponed several times, owing 


| to the absence of one of the principal wit- 


resses for the state, a Mrs. Porter, who 
Low resides in Canada. Repeseted efforts 
have been made to induce her to return 
to Atlenta and testify, but it ts under- 
etood that this she positiv:ly refuses to 
do. Judge Candler recently announced 
that he could not hold the prisuners in 
jail indefinitely without a hearing, and 
the case wil! probably be tried this week, 
although it may be continued until the 
regular sessicn of court the third week 
in April.

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Dr. William J. Holtzclaw teturned from 
the Baptist state convention at Rome and 
preached at both services yesterday. At 
the morning servic®s he. preached on 
“Christ the Drawing Power, or the 
World’s Marvelous Magnate.” Tne text 
was selected from John, xii, 32-83: ‘‘And 
I, if I be Hfte dup from the earth, will 
draw all mer unto me,” etc, 

He said, in part: 

“These words were spoken by our .Sa- 
vio:, sigwifying the Manner of the death 
which He should die. The greatest trans- 
action the world has ever known took 
place on Calvary. Mer in all ages have 
been drawn to men and to interests, but 
there is no drawing power equal to that 
of Jesus Christ, the world’s redeemer. 
Wherein lies the attractive power of an 
uplifted Christ? It is not in your church 
or that one on the next square; it is- not 
in your denomination nor ahy other, but 
it is in Christ Himself... Too. many things 
have -been invented by men for the pur- 
pose cf attracting the world to ‘tne 
church, and many have becomé disgusted 
with thes2 things, and have turned their 
backs on th: church. It is not the 
church, but Christ, to which inen should 
be attracted. The great need of this aze 
as well as those of the past’ ard the fu- 
ture, is Christ crucified. This is the hope 
of the world. It is to be fearcd that in 
many places Christianity has been pushed 
into the back ground by churchanity. 


Men have no business ih the church till | 


they shall have found Christ as a peisonal 
Savior. The church s2ves no man. Ther2 


| is not so much as a hint at such a thing 


within the lids of the Bible. ‘If in this 
life orly we have hope, we are of all m4n 
most miseratle.” Our fatth must rise 
higher than tne church or the preacher. 
There is no hope for the soul that gets 
no higher than this. An ostrich may 
stick his head under a palm leaf and im- 
agine that he fs hid from his pursuer, 
but a man is endowed with intelligence 
which should lead him to seek sal. ation 
in a higher power than men or an earthly 
institution. Christ draws all men, but 
all men will not yield. 

“This drawing power of Christ is exer- 
cised in many ways. Firs¢ of all, it is 
through tre Holy Spjrit; but He uses in- 
struments The gospel is veiled by the 
Holy Spirit aud is called by the arostle, 
‘the sword of the spirit.’ The Holy Spirit 
is the soul of every true gosp:2i sermon. 
Thousands of sermcns have failed in ef- 
fect because of the absence of the Holy 
Spirit. Every real gcspel sermon is made 
of two parts—the body and the soul. The 
body consists of the grammar, rfe¢toric, 
iNustration, ete., while the soul of it is 
the spirit. . 


“It is cre thing te reach the heads of 
the ° 


but another thing to reach 
heart. There is too much of the former 
ani tco little of the latter. There is no 
danger of getting too much leurning if 
God be init. Paul fcund at.Athens a peo- 
ple who could not see Christ for their 
learnirg—'‘too superstitious.’ True relig- 
ion makes no man’s pleasures less, and 
true learning makes no man dull of,com.- 
prehension. Christ draws men to Him 
gradually. A-man who has been a rotori- 
ous sinner may suddenly ster out on 
Christ's side, but when tke facts cf his 
cor version age krown it will be seen that 
he has had the matter under considera- 
tion for days, weeks or morths, end in 
some instances for years Christ draws 
gently as if a zephyr wafted men to Him. 
When everytiing else fails it is the still 
small voice which moves men to action. 
Wi uectuany. No one ev2r 
vielis to the gospel and the regeneratin; 
power of the Holy Spirit without being 
drawn to righteousnegs, to obedience and 
service. A truly e@onverted man wants 
to work for Christ. Salvation means 
more than dalivetance from sir ard Sa- 
tan; it means service. It means more 
still. It means sacfifice. Faul struck the 
key note on this point Ih Romans, xii, 1 
“What do these thoughts imply? Cer- 
tainly not less than two things: (1) Men 
are by nature a long way from Christ; 
(2) men will not come to Christ unless He 
draws them. The Savior seems tobe 
more emphatic on this point in John, vi, 
44: ‘No man can come unto Me, except 
the Father which hath sent Me draw him, 
and I will raise him up at the ft day.’ 
Is there any ground for excuse here? Has 
not every unsaved person here today been 
drawn toward Christ at some time in life? 
At times you have felt that you were 
very close to the kingdom, but you did 
not enter. God closes the door against 
no man. Procrastination has closed the 
door against many a soul. Death closes 
the door forever. God says, in His word, 
that He has no pleasure in the death of 
any, but that He desires all men to turn 
unto Him. “There is life for a look at the 
crucified one.’ In the language of the 
prophet of old, l2t me say with all my 
heart, ‘Choose you this day whom you 
will. serve.’ ' 


‘““ “There is a cross where the Savior died, 
His blood flowed out in crimson tide, 
A sacrifice for. sins of men. 

And fres to all who will enter in.’ ” 
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Easter was observed in an appropriate 
manner at Moore Memorial church yes- 
terday. Both the main auditorium and 
the Sunday school room were beautifully 
decorate]. Special music was a feature 
of the services. 

Dr. A. R. Holderby, the paster, preach- 
ed at the morning and evening services. 
Another service was held at 3 o’clock in 
the afterncon, concucted by Dr. G. 
pastor of the West End Presby- 
terlan church. Dr. Bull delivered his 
well-known candle lecture, illustrating 
by the use of candles the different forms 
of Christians. A candle. attired in a pa- 
per dress, typified the Easter Christian. 

“The Empty Tomb’’ was the subject of 
Dr. Holderby’s morning discourse. The 
text was, Matthew xxviii. 6, and Luke 
xxiv, 2, 3, 6: ‘He is not here: for He is 
risen, as He gaid. Come. see the place 
where the Lord lay.’ Dr. Hoiderby said 
in substances: 

“The funeral of our Lord was a strange 
cnd sad one. After His death on the 
cToss, His disciples forsook Him and fied. 
They wore terror-stricken, no doubt, anc 
knew not what to do. Their Lord was 
dead. In accordance with Jewish law, she 
dead must be buried before the going 


down of the sun and before the Sabbath 
begin. It vas Friday ufiernoon, 


- 
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of Arimathea. a member of the 
council, and who had not consented to tne 
death of Jesus, begged Pilate to give him 
the privilege of taking the body irom the 
cross. With the essistar.ce of Nicodemus, 
the kody of Jesus was taken down and 
the sad mites of burial bexan. 

“There was no pompous funeral pro- 
cession; no bells tollire the funer&i 
requiem; no floral tributes of respect for 
the friendless Christ: no costly casket. 
The body of our Lord, wrapped in linen, 
with the spices brought bv Nicodemus, 
was hurriedly laid away in the new tomb 
of Joseph. Nicodemus and Joseph, to- 
gether with a few weeping women, were 
ali who attended the funeral of the Lord 
of Glory. 

‘But a brighter day was to dawn soon 
upon the world and upon the disciples. 
That new tcmb in the garden of Joseph 
must give back its dead. The third day 
had ecme; the earthquake had terrified 
the so'diers who were ordered to watch 
the sepulcher; the angel had come from 
heaven to roll away the stone; the Lord 
had rigen. The tomb was now empty. No 
human eye saw the Lord arise from the 
dead. 

“Silently, before the breaking of ‘the 
day, the dead Christ awoke from the 
sleep of death and walked forth from tne 
tomb. None but God and the angel knew 
of His resurrection This was the world’s 
first Easter. How great must have been 
the surpmse of Mary Maedalene and the 
‘cther Mary when they saw the stone 
relled aw2ey and the senulcher empty. 
Belisving that wicked and unfriendly 
hands had taxen away their Lord, they 
were filled with sorrow and dismay. Had 
they known that their Lord was risen 
irom the dead there would have been no 
weeping at the vacant sepulcher, and 
scrrow wovld have given way to joy. 
Unbelief makes the warld weep. 

“Let us stand today—this Easter morn- 
ing—and look into the empty tomb of our 
rizen lord. The vacant sepnulcher means 
inuch to the world. It means much to us. 
In that empty tomb we see the fulfillment 
of ‘prophecy, ‘Thou wilt not leave my 
soul ir the grave, reither wilt thou suffer 
thine holy one to gee corruption.’ Again 
in the New Testament Jesus tells His 
disciples of His resurrection. when He 
said, ‘I will destroy this temple (raean- 
ing His body), and in three days I will 
raise it again.’ The empty sepulcher 
proves the truth cf scripture. 

“The empty tomb of dur Lord speaks 
to us of our complete redemption. The 
death of Christ would have availed noth- 
irg had He not risen to Hfe again. Christ 
in the grave was rvowerless to save. His 
resurrection proved His divinity and His 
pewer to triumph over sin and death. 
The empty tomb of our Lord is the sign 
of the believer’s victory over death. 

“Had not Jesus risen from the dead, 
the believer could never rise from the 
dead; his faith would be vain, and the 
world would now be dead in sin, and 
with no hope of redemption. The grave 
cannot hold the believer. neither can 
death have tthe victory over him. The 
risen Christ is conqueror. By the resur- 
rection of Christ, life and immortality 
have been Lrought to life for every be- 
liever. 

“This Eastertide means much to every 
man, whether believer or unbeliever. ‘he 
resurrection of Jetus means the resurrec- 
tion of every son of Adam. But the wick- 
ed will rise to shame. Theirs will not be 
a resurrection to a glorious immortality. 

“& lIcok into the empty tomb of Jesus 
will strengthen our faith and inspire our 
hopes. Had the disciples believed that 
their Lord would rise on the third day, as 
He said, their hearts would aot have 
been troubled. But thev believed not His 
words. They did not believe He had 
risen, although tev saw the sepulcher 
wes empty, but thought the body of their 
Lord had oneen stolen away. Unbelief 
still doubts the stupendous miracle. 

“Why should we mourn our loved ones 
who go down with the grave? They shill 
rise again. Every grave must give back 


neem | 


its dead, and the sea shall give up its 
dead. If Christ. has.risen fromthe dead, 
even so shall all those who die in Him. 
They shall rise with Christ. 

“Nature and revelation alike teach us 
that the dead shall rise again. All around 
us toaay we see the emblems and signs 
of the resurrection life, and one day the 
whole earth shall rejoice in a wniversal 
Easter, when earth’s cemeteries shall no 
longer be the silent cities of the dead, 
but when Christ Himself shall roll away 
the stone from every grave and awake 
to life the sleeping dust.” _ 
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The auditorium of the First Baptist 
church was taxed to its utmost capacity 
yesterday morning. All available space 
was crowded with chairs, many persons 
Stood in the vestibule and a number were 
turned away. A double quartette ren- 
dered appropriate Kaster music. The 
pulpit platform was tastefully decorated 
with growing plants and a profusion o*% 
spring flowers. The pastor, Rev. Dr. W. 
W. Landrum,, preachéd on Matthew xi.. 
29: ‘Take my yoke upon you and learn 
of me; for I am meek and lowly in heart 
and ye shall find rest unto your souls.” 
He said tn part: ‘ 

“These words, so sweet, low, gentle. 
persuksive, memorable, are Christ's 
farewell to Galilee, his own favorite sec- 
tion of his well beloved native iand. His 
great heart longed -to bestow earth's 
richest benefaction, namely, rest of soul. 
Then, as now, only this experience 1s 
satisfactory and supreme in spiritual life. 
Many were running to and fro inquiring 
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“who will show us any good?’ What a 


babel of discordant: voices! Hard by, 
too often unheard and unheeded, stood 
Jesus with His catholicon, His specific 
for human sincere sorrow, His balm an4 
balsam for bruised and burdened souls, 
‘Come unto me all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden and I will give you rest.’ 

“Soul rest! Would you -have it? Re- 
member, first, there is something to he 
borne: ‘Take my yoke upon you.’ Two 
duties are set forth. One is submission 
and the other is service. And this SU ¢- 
mission on the part of the repenting sin- 
ner must be voluntary, 
complete. Ever afterwards the disciple 
is yoked with Christ, who, laboring by 
His side, draws the heavier part of 
the load of self-sacrifice for the good 
of mankind. There {fs also something. to 
learn, if you would find soul rest. namely, 
meekness and lowliness of mind. Self- 
abasement is becoming to the great and 
always an ornament to the good and 
true. Enter into the school of Christ 
ard experience that the ‘meek shall in- 
herit the earth.” Ye’ know the grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who, though He 
was rich, yet for our sakes He became 
poor that ye, through his poverty, might 
be made rich. 

“When you have thken the yoke and 
learned meékness and lowliness of ‘mind 
you .will find something to enjoy. It is 
unspeakable rest of soul. God is central 
peace abiding in the universe of ceaseless 
agitation. Rest is in the Lord, procurable 
by those who trust the Lord. It is a rest 
of conscience which once tormented us: 
a rest of mind because it relfes upon the 
uninterrupted course of an. orderly : and 
benevolent administration .of divine love; 
rest of heart. because it. loves and is 
loved by the lovelles. and most loving 
being known or conceivable; rest. of will 
because God’s will ts eur: will and we re- 
joice to pray, ‘thy. will be.done on earth 
as it is in heaven,’ ”, 5 t 
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Yesterday morning the First Methodist 
church was crowded from chancel to gal- 
lerv. and many who were present de- 
clare that there has not been held a more 
interesting and profitable service in this 
historic old church for years. Dr. Byrd 
was in the best of spirits and seemed 
inspired by the tremendous audience that 
greeted him. He preached a sermon ap- 
propriate to the season from John xvi, 
9-11. 

“1. He disoussed unbelief or the rejection 
of the risen Lord as the climax of the 
world’s sin, and showed ‘how Christ pass- 
ed over the great mass of corruption 
about Him and pointed the attitude of 
the soul to Himself as containing the 
very essence of all sin. 

‘2. He discussed the resurrection, ascen- 
sion and session of Christ at the right 
hand of the Father as the pledge of 
the world’s righteousness, His resurrec- 
tion and ascension is the guarantee of 
His own fulfillment of the true ideal of 
righteousness, 

“The dead Christ would be powerless 
to impart righteousness to a sinful world, 
but if He be risen, and if He holds in 
His hands all the resources of the uni- 
verse, then it is His divine prerogative 
to impart His righteousness to others. 
We may link our weakness to His 
strength, our sin to His righteousness, 
our emptiness to His fullness, by a simple 
but sublime and omnipotent act of falfth 
and have flow into us all the beauty, 
purity and righteousness of our risen 
Lord. 

‘8. The judgment of the prince of this 
world is the prophecy of the judgment 
of the world. 

“The prince of this world holds sway 
over the hearts of unbelleving men. But 
he has been judged by the cross, and 
by the cross evil in this world hae been 
‘broken in its center, a new revelation 
of God has come to the world, a new 
force has been projected Into the hearts 
of the race’ that will finally transform 
society and revolutionize the world. The 
central fortress of evil has been taken 
and the rest is a matter of carrying the 
outposts.’’ 

Mt was a very searching discourse, and 
yet it was full of the optimism that char- 
acterizes all of Dr. Byrd's pulpit utter- 
ances. ~ 

At the close of the service there wes 
receiveai into the fellowship of the church 
a larve class of young people. The ser- 
vice yesterday was a gratifying culmina- 
tion of the very delightful series of ser- 
vices’ that have been held in this church 
during the past two weeks. The musi¢ 
was of a high order and was rendered 
by a double quartette of trained voices. 
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At the Sacred Heart church yesterday 
morning solemn high mass. was celebrated 
by Rey. Father Weber, Father Guinan 
acting as deacon and Father Fahey as 
subdeacon. 

The sanctuary of the church as well 
as the various altars were elaborately 
and appropriately decorated in Easter 
Mules, palms and cut flowers, which,-with 

‘© myriad lughts, made a scene of pkc- 
turesque loveliness. All the pomp and 
magnificence of the Catholic ritual was 
exhausted in honor of the festival. The 
vestments of the clergy were superb and 


red, made an artistic picture. 

The mass sung was Haydn’s master- 
piece, and rarely has the splendid choir 
of the Sacred Heart church been heard 
to better advantage. At the--offertory 
Lembillotte's. ‘‘Regina Coell’’. was render- 
ed and at the benediction, 
“Jesus Benigne.’’ The most conspicuous 
feature of the music was the “Veni 
Creator,” sung by Mrs. M. M. O’Brien 
and Mrs. W. 8. Yeates. 

The sermon was delivered by Dr. Gunn, 
the pastor, who took as his text the 
Gospel of the day—Mark xvi, 1-7: 

“And when the Sabbath was past, Mary 
‘Magdalene and Mary the mother of 
James, and Salome, had brought sweet 
spices that they might come and anoint 
Him. 

“And very early in the morning the 
first day of the week, they came unto 
the sepulcher at the rising of the sun. 

“And they said among themselvés, who 
ghali roll us away the stone from the door 
of the sepulcher. 

“And when they looked, the stone was 
roHWed away; for it was very great. 

‘..nd entering into the sepulcher they 
saw a young man sitting on the right 
side, clothed in a long white garment; 
and they were affrighted. 

“And he said unto them, ‘Be not af- 
frighted: Ye seek Jesus of Nazareth; 
He fs risen: He is not here; behold the 
place where they taid Him. 

“‘But go your way, tell His disciples 
and Peter that He goeth before you into 
Galilee; there shal ye see Him as He 
said unto you.’ ”’ 

Father Gunn emphasized in a strong 
and eloquent discourse the lessons con- 
tained in the Gospel. He said that the 
resurrection of the Savior from the dead 
was a triumph in three ways; showing 
‘His power over death and grave, his su- 
periority to force and arms; His victory 
over the intellect, for those who had 
witnessed the death upon the cross and 
saw His body inclosed in the sacred 
tomb imagined that this would forever 
seal the lips of Him who had been con- 
victed of blasphemy. He has gained a 
victory over the passions of men, for in 
redeeming His promise made to the dis- 
ciples He revived their drooping courage 
and made them heroes and martyrs, 
strone in the work of carrying out His 
commands. 

Dr. Gunn spoke of the power of the 
tomb which had rémained unquestioned 
until tne coming of Christ. No marble 
sarcophagus was needed, the frailest cov- 
ering of earth as well as the most pre- 
tentious monuments of the rich, were 
equally powerful in holding the remains 
of those once consigned to their keeping. 
But In spite of the sealed tomb and in 
defiance of the vigil of the Roman sol- 
diers, who were never known to sleep 
on duty. ‘the Savier rose, glorious and 
immortal, \from ‘the cerements of the 
grave, \ ‘ 

In sentences, eloquent with feeling and 
beautiful in their expressiveness, . the 
priest spoke|\of the glories of the risen 
Savior and the promise held out to all 
mankind of |an individual resurrection. 

“And -on is Baster morning,’ said 
Dr. Gunn;“‘let ts 
fromthe empty tomb. Christ suffered 
and died as mar; He rose glorious: and 
immortal. On Friday we commemorated 
His passion and wept with Him in His 
agony. Today let us rejoice in His vic- 
tory. The fact that we celebrate , today 
and the event which this season com- 
memorates is an everlasting. rebuke to 
the scoffer, the casuist and the sophist 
who would seek to belittle religion and 
discredit our Savior. They have lived 
in all ages, but the poet Swinburne de- 
clares their defeat when he acknowledges 
Thou hast won, O pale Galilean.’ ”’ 
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An unusually large congregetion . at- 
tended the Exeter service at Trinity 
church yesterday morning, and Rev. H. 
S. Bradley preached an interesting ser- 
mon appropriate to the day. - The mu- 
sical programme, as rendered by ths 
choir, was’ especially good. The subfct 
of Dr. Bradiey’s sermon wes, “That I 
May Know the Power of His Resurrec- 
tion,” his text being, “That I may know 
Him and the power of His resurrection 
and the fellowship of His suffering, be- 
ing made comfortable unto His death.” 
Philippians x, 10. 

Among other things, Dr. Bradley said 

there was a great difference between 
the resurrection life and being raised 
from the dead. He declared the love of 
Jesus was the only unselfish Icve that 
the world ever saw, end that no man 
would ever be raised from the dead who 
has not Mved the resurrection life before 
he died.

Bradley held the undivided attention of 
bis hearers throughout its detivery.

Following is a condensed summary of the 
discourse: 

“Christianity stands midway between 
the mystic, who scorns reason and facts, 
and the materialist, who despises faith 
It appeals both to faith, to spiritual in- 
sight and to reason. The resurrection cf 
Christ is the keystone of an arch, one 
column of which represents the Spirit 
of God, speaking to the highest and best 
instincts of man; the other the historica)} 
testimony of those who were with Christ. 

‘1. The witness of the spirit. The res- 
urrection is set forth not as a brute fact, 
but as. the triumph of spiritual forces— 
spirit over matter, right over wrong, life 
over death. A distinguished professor of 
science has undertaken to show the 
worthlessness o fthe testimony to the 
miraculous in the New Testament by the 
illustration of a ridiculous story from the 
middle ages about a saint’s bones. This 
is a double caricature. 

‘In the first place, such an occurrence 
as the resurrection must be viewed in !ts 
historical connection, connected with what 
went before and what comes after. 
Secondly, superstition lacks the moral 
and spiritual element which is the very 
heart and core of the resurrection. It 
appeals to all that is best and noblest 
in man. 

‘9 Historical testimony. Two questions 
should be taken separately: First, when 
did the belief in. the resurrection origi- 
nate? Second, how did it originate? As 
to first, several converging lines cargy 
back the belief to the first disciples cf 
Christ: the undisputed epistle of St. Paul, 
theexistence of the church, the Iinstitu- 
tions of the church, viz: Baptism, holy 
communion and sermon. It is admitted 
indeed by such unbelievers as Strauss, 
Baur and Renan that the Christian 
church was founded on the belief in the 
resurrection. 

“How, then. did that belief originate? 
Decent infidelity no longer charges fraud 
on the apostles. The theory of pre-con- 
ceived idea is negatived by the remarka- 
ble consideration that the idea of a res- 
urrection such as Christ's; midway he- 
tween resuscitation and one purely spir- 
{tual was not an idea ,of tt§ Jews. 
Strauss himself vigorously refutes the 
theory that Jesus did not actually die. 
On the other hand, what stamps the tes- 
timony of the apostles as divinely true, 
fer more than their words, is the revolu- 
tiom the transformation which took 
place in their characters. This is the 
heart of the keystone of our arch; here 
the spiritual and the l:istorical meet.. The 
aposties were made over and lifted to 
a higher region of being.

Can superstition 
have in it a regenerating power? If so,

“Astronomers once observed movements 
in the planet Uranus, which could not be 
aceounted for by~ the influence of any 
known todies.

ERSISTENTLY tolling, slowly and 

cautiously working, carefully look- 

ing into the result of every point 
gained. O. A. Smith, one of Atlanta’s 
best knoWn promoters, has, in all proba- 
blity,.gleaned from the earth a fortune 
cf great proportions not only for himself 
but for each of the score of men inter- 
ested with him.

One hundred and 
fifty thousand tons are brought in from 
Sicily each year and it all commands a 
good price. The same material is found 
in Virginia that we have here in Ala- 
bama, but it is said to be inferior in 
quantity and qualitv. The Louisville and 
Nashville has made a thorough inspection 
in all its details. 

“There is no doubt of the success of the 
work. We will send into the earth some- 
thing like 200 skilled workmen. With the 
completion of the road a section of coun- 
try never before known will be thrown 
open. It is rich tn minerals and is not at 
all poor in agriculture. I have been of- 
fered in cash a fraction more than I 
have expended—$6,000—and a one-fifth 
interest in the mine to step aside and 
turn it over to the parties who are willing 
to go ahead and develop it thoroughly. 
Really I think I have made a hit, and 
that in addition to doing well by myself 
may have ddne a good thing not only 
for that section of Alabama but for the 
entire south.

RAILWAY noTes. 


An article published in a recent issue 
of The Raflway Age on railroad construc- 
tion in 1901 shows that Georgia stands 
fourth among the states. in the num.br of 
miles constructed, 227.45 miles of track 
having been laid in this state. The state 
and the two territories which are ahead 
of Georgia—Texas, New Mexico and Okla- 
homa—lie in the part of the southwest 
which is just now the center of ratiroad 
activity 4n the United States. The arti- 
cle in The Railway Age is as follows: 

Our preliminary statement of track laig 
in the United States during the year 1901, 
which appeared in the issue of December 
27, last, showed a total of 5,067 miles of 
new read built. As the table giving this 
mileage was published before the year 
had closed it was expected that some re- 
vision of the figures would have to be 
made. Reports. received from various 
lines gaye approximate figures, owing to 
the fact that tracklaying was in progress 
at the time such reports were made (about 
December 15), and corrected reports re- 
ceived since the close of the year have 
increased the estimates In some caces and 
slightly decreased them in others. These 
increases, together with returns from 
roads not previously sfeporting, have 
served to add 165 miles to our first table, 
and bring the total up to 5,222 miles, as 
shown in,the following revised table, giv- 
ing the mileage by states:

These are the largest figures reported 
since 1890, and bring the total mileage of 
the United States up to 199,525 miles at 
the beginning of th@ present year. Sev- 
eral hundred miles of track hwve been 
laid since the close of the year, and there 
is every indication that 1902°will show a 
larger new. mileage than 1901, work al- 
ready being in progress On séveral thou- 
sand miles of new Hne.
